That is 
wise, However difficult the maintenance of sanity 
and reason in the face of radical tendencies may 
be, a battle on this issue is essential to the educa- 
tion of the public. 

Unless the public is made acquainted with the 
facts as well as the theories, any demagogue who 


{roars loudly enough that he will fight to relieve 


the poor of taxes and pile the burden on the rich 
will have a chance of election. When a sufficient 
number of such demagogues get into congress this 
country will be at the beginning of the end. They 
will not get in if the voters and taxpayers, large 
and small alike, understand the falsity and danger 
of their propaganda, 

First of all, this country needs a reduction, not. 
an increase, of taxes. The rich need such a reduc- 
tion as well as the poor. The rich need it, not to 
divert the money into extra sable coats, limousines, 
steam yachts, ete., but to divert it into new fac- 
tories, railroad extensions, buildings, and machin- 
ery. The fact that such development further in- 
creases the incomes of the rich is of minor impor- 
tance. The more it increases such incomes the 
greater is the federal tax revenue under existing 
laws. The important point is that such use of 
wealth for business expansion instead of for federal 
expenditure increases the material wealth of the 
country, gives jobs to innumerable workers, and 
stimulates the geheral prosperity so that taxes 
can be paid with less effort, and less ill effect. 

The Frear program is designed to work in pre 
cisely the opposite direction. It would confiscate 
the larger incomes, eliminate the rewards of the 
most successful businesses, strangle enterprise, 
and prevent use of capital for new industries. 
Expansion of business would automatically cease, 


j and retrogression would take its place. The poor 


taxpayer as well as the rich would be caught and 
crushed. in the general collapse, 

That is a point which cannot be emphasized too 
strongly. Unless radicals and demagogues are to 
be encouraged to destroy the prosperity and sta- 
bility of this country through appeals to ignorance, 
the ignorance must be corrected. The people of 
this country must realize that we cannot eat our 
cake and have it. We cannot tear the branches 
with the fruit from the tree of industry and expect 
a full crop at the next harvest. The battle which 
is impending on the taxation issue in the next 
congress should serve to make clear the issue that 
it is not taxation but confiscation which Frear and 
his kind are seeking. | 

We have a perfect example of the results of such 
‘a program in Russia. The soviets confiscated all 
property. The sources of taxes immediately dried 
up, ‘The same must happen inevitably wherever 
taxes rise to heights under which business is no 
longer profitable.

kinds of goitre. But the simple goitres, 
to which children and young adults are 
so subject, lay the foundations on which 
different causes can bulld more serious 
diseases. They furnish soil in which 
other causes can produce more serious 
goitres to grow. Doubtless many serious 
goltres develop out of these simple goitre 
enlargements without any added cause 
on which one can put his finger. 
Dr, J, F. McLendon has recently con- 
tributed further proof that simple goitre 
is due to a deficiency in fodine in the 
soil. lodine is fairly soluble. There- 
fore, the amount of iodine in the water of 
a region is a fairly good tndex of the 
amount of available iodine in the upper 
layers of the soil. 

-~o 
McLendon started with a map of the 
United States on which the relative pres- 
ence of. goitre in the different sections 
of the United States was indicated by 
the prevalentice of goitre among the young 
men examined for the draft in the world 
war. This is the best index available of 
the presence of goitre in the different 
sections of the United States. On this 
map the country was divided into four 
zones. On this he superimposed a map 
in which the United States was divided 
into four zones according to the amount 
of iodine in the water. He found the 
four zones in each of the maps were 
identical. - 
The north border comes pretty near 
following Mason and Dixon's line from 
the Atlantic as projected to the western 
border of Arizona. In this zone there is 
least goitre among the people and most 
iodine in the water. 
Zone 2 embraces New England and Cal- 
ifornia and @ band in between that is 
somewhere about 300 miles from north 
to south, but that is far from uniform. 
Zone 3 is around the foot of the lakes, 
west of the mountains of New York and 
Pennsylvania, runs north to the line in 
North Dakota and drops south in the 
Rocky mountain region. 
The fourth, or bad zone, is around the 
upper part of the great lakes, in the 
northern and central western mountain 
region and away from the ocean in 
Washington and Oregon. 


~~ 

Zone 1 is low in goitre and high in 
iodine because it has but recently 
emerged from the bed of the ocean. All 
the iramediate coast regions of the mid- 


layers from the sea lie severel hundred 
feet below the surface. Water drawn 


from those depths contains enough iodine. 


—water from shallow sources does not. 
Witness, the iodine in the salt beds of this 
district. Around the upper lake regions 
goitre abounds because there is neither 


’ jodine in the upper layers of the soli, nor 


iodine laden salt sprays. 

In the western mountain region the 
soureé of iodine is the wearing down of 
the-old fire formed rocks. Such rocks 
wear down but slowly. Around Salt 
lake the salt spray furnishes enough 
iodine to hold down the goitre rate. 

- 

In Switzerland, where the todine in the 
water is in lese quantities than in this 
country, they are preventing goitre by 
giving each child under treatment 1-600 
of a grain of iodine a day. McLendon 
asks that he be sent specimens of salts 
obtained by evaporating water from all 
parts of the country. 

To get enongh salt, it is necessary in 
Zone 1 to evaporate twenty-five gallons 
of water or more; in Zone 2, fifteen gal- 
lons; Zone 3, ten gallons; Zone 4, five 
gallons. One-half teaspoonful of soda is 
added to the water. 

It is evaporated until the quantity 
reaches one quart. This filtered, and the 
trash thrown away. The filtered water 
is then evaporated down to dryness. All 
of the dry salt is to be sent for free 
analysis to Dr. McLendon at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota.
